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This  issue  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Town  of  Washington, 
New  Hampshire,  honors  Wenonah  A.  Babb,  retiring  Town  Clerk 
and  School  District  Clerk.  Mrs.  Babb  served  as  Town  Clerk, 
School  District  Clerk  and  Town  Treasurer  for  a  combined  total 
of  71  terms.  Her  many  conspicuous  duties  and  her  never-failing 
cheerfulness  in  the  performance  of  them  have  given  her  a 
permanent  place  in  our  affections  and  in  our  memories  of 
Washington  town  government. 

For  31  years  Mrs.  Babb  has  been  Town  Clerk.  In  this  office 
she  has  kept  records  and  collected  fees  for  car  registrations 
and  licenses,  for  dog  licenses,  for  vital  statistics,  marriage 
licenses,  and  for  other  filing  fees.  In  1951  these  funds  totaled 
about  $500  per  year;  in  1979  they  totaled  nearly  $12,000. 
As  Clerk  she  has  compiled  the  minutes  and  kept  the  records 
of  all  town  meetings  and  officiated  at  the  polls  of  all  town 
meeting  votes  and  at  town  elections.  For  the  past  14  years  she 
has  also  performed  additional  and  similar  duties  as  Clerk  of 
the  Washington  School  District. 

For  26  years  Mrs.  Babb  was  Town  Treasurer,  beginning  in 
1952.  She  relinquished  the  office  in  1978  when  a  new  state 
law  forbade  the  same  person  from  holding  the  offices  of  Town 
Clerk  and  Treasurer  simultaneously.  As  Treasurer  she  handled 
all  funds  coming  into  the  town  from  federal,  state,  and  local 
sources,  and  she  signed  all  checks  paying  town  bills.  Recent 
town  budgets  have  totaled  nearly  a  half  million  dollars.

Assistant  Moderator  A.  Stanley  Drew, 
Assistant  Clerk  Hazel  Drew  officiated  at  polls  in  the  Grange  Room.  Ballot  clerks 
were  Elsie  Fletcher  and  Zaida  Cilley. 

Article  1.  Officers  Elected:  Selectman  for  3  years,  Richard  Griffith;  Town 
Clerk,  Wenonah  Babb;  Treasurer,  Karin  F.  T.  Fox;  Tax  Collector,  Charles  E.  Dal- 
phond;  Road  Agent,  Robert  W.  Crane;  Police  Chief,  Charles  S.  Wood,  Jr;  Fire 
Chief,  Charles  E.  Dalphond;  Auditor,  Michael  Otterson;  Library  Trustee,  Preston 
Rolfe;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  Marcia  Goodspeed;  Planning  Board  members  for 
3  years  each,  Raymond  Bjorkman  &  Alan  Goodspeed;  Board  of  Assessors  for  3 
years,  Willard  Brown;  Board  of  Assessors  for  2  years,  Frederick  Nehrings.

1.  Several  asbestos  shingles  missing. 

2.  Recommend  repair  with  babbies  rather  than  new  shingles. 

3.  Brick  foundation  on  southwest  corner  needs  4+  feet  replaced. 

4.  Grange  Hall  outside  door:  remove  trim  and  replace  door  post 

New  sill  under  door 
Remove  and  replace  brick  wall 
Slope  steps  away  from  building 
Replace  any  other  rot 
New  front  door 

5.  Corroded  BX  cable  under  Grange  Hall  needs  to  be  inspected  by  a  licensed 
electrician,  possible  replacement  required. 

6.  12"  x  8V£"  broken  girt  under  Grange  Room  needs  new  support.

Motion  carried, 
voice  vote. 

Article  22.  Moved  "that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500  as  a  donation  to  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad."  Motion  carried,  voice  vote. 

Article  23.  Moved  "that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for 
the  purpose  of  updating  the  Tax  Map  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  that  the  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  contract  with  Allan  Swanson,  Inc.  for  said  updating." 
Motion  carried,  voice  vote. 

Article  24.  Moved  to  dismiss  —  paper  ballot  requested:  Yes  —  73,  No  —  11, 
motion  dismissed.  (Relative  to  limiting  annual  increase  in  property  taxes  and 
spending  of  State,  city  or  town  or  governmental  unit  to  five  percent.) 

Article  25.  Moved  "that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,560.64  to  continue  work  on  the  reassessing  for  the  Town  as  ordered  by  the 
State  Board  of  Tax  Appeals."

Moved  "that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes."  Motion  carried,  voice  vote. 

Article  31.  Moved  "that  the  Town  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  $6,000  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for  a  set-off 
against  the  budgeted  appropriation  for  Town  Officers  Expenses."  Motion  carried, 
voice  vote. 

Article  32.  Moved  "that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$71,348  to  defray  Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year."  Motion  carried,  voice 
vote. 

Article  33.   Other  Business: 

Recommended  that  any  Article  requiring  2/3  vote  to  pass  be  so  stated  in 
the  Warrant; 

Recommended  that  the  Selectmen  send  a  letter  to  Oliver  Chase  stating 
that  he  was  missed  at  our  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  -  1981 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1981 : 

1.  One  of  the  more  satisfying  programs  this  year  was  the  summer  swim  and 
playground  activity  at  Camp  Morgan. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mrs.  Andy  Throop  as  Camp 
Director.  She  has  had  extensive  experience  as  a  Recreational  Leader  and  a 
Certified  Red  Cross  Water  Safety  Instructor.  High  attendance  in  the  program 
necessitated  the  hiring  of  an  additional  person  to  act  as  lifeguard  and  help  with 
the  six  week  program. 

Many  children  achieved  proficiency  in  swimming  and  in  craft  projects.  They 
also  enjoyed  a  field  trip  to  the  N.  H.  Craftsman's  Fair  in  Sunapee.  Many  thanks 
to  Betty  Wood  as  bus  driver  and  to  the  many  parents  who  helped  in  the  pro- 
gram. The  program  ended  with  a  well-planned  Campfire  and  closing  ceremonies 
attended  by  many  townspeople. 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  this  was  a  worthwhile  program  for  the  youth  of  the 
Town  and  that  the  memories  and  education  received  will  be  of  help  in  their 
growing  years. 

2.  We  engaged  in  a  Forestry  program  at  Camp  Morgan  to  harvest  mature  and 
diseased  trees.  This  program  will  improve  the  appearance  and  foster  new  growth 
to  improve  the  park  land.  The  Town  will  receive  a  profit  on  these  operations 
amounting  to  over  $5,000. 

3.  The  investment  in  certificates  of  deposit  with  tax  anticipation  monies 
netted  over  $6,000  in  savings  to  the  Town. 

4.  We  processed  two  court  actions  in  support  of  the  Land  Use  Ordinance, 
one  of  which  was  found  in  favor  of  the  Town,  the  other  still  pending. 

5.  The  Paul  Section  of  the  East  Washington  Cemetery  is  now  ready  for  use 
with  regular  maintenance  in  operation. 

6.  Negotiations  with  Mr.  James  Walsh  for  the  playground  area  behind  the 
School  have  been  finalized.  Mr.  Walsh  donated  the  land  to  the  Town  and  we 
have  entered  into  a  boundary  line  agreement  with  the  Town  property  starting  a 
few  inches  south  of  the  cellar  hole.  A  plan  is  on  file  in  the  Town  Office  and  will 
be  posted  at  Town  Meeting. 

7.  Work  budgeted  for  the  Town  Hall  repairs  relative  to  the  report  of  the 
"Select  Committee  to  Look  Over  the  Town  Hall"  have  been  progressing  as 
follows: 

1.  A  qualified   licensed   electrician   was  employed   to  inspect  the  wiring 
and  correct  any  major  deficiencies. 

2.  We  have  engaged  two  contractors  to: 

a.  repair  foundation  and  Grange  room  steps 

b.  replace  Grange  room  door  and  frame,  also  front  door 

3.  The  balance  of  the  repairs  budgeted  for  1981  have  been  completed. 

8.  During  the  past  year  Wendell  Ashley  rendered  yeoman  service  to  the  Town 
through  the  Federally  funded  Green  Thumb  Program.  Wendell  said,  "I  can  do 
most  anything"  and  he  willingly  applied  his  talents  to  a  wide  variety  of  tasks. 
The  Town  scheduled  work  assignments  and  provided  supplies  as  needed.  Savings 
to  the  Town  have  been  substantial  in  terms  of  labor  costs  for  installing  insula- 
tion, roof  repairs,  painting,  miscellaneous  building  repairs,  boundary  line  clear- 
ing, thawing  water  lines,  opening  clogged  drains  etc.  In  addition,  there  were 
many  timely  voluntary  acts  not  equateable  in  monetary  terms,  such  as  fashion- 
ing props  for  the  school  play  Dicken's  Christmas  Carol  —  Thanks  Wendell!! 

9.  The  need  for  measuring  sources  of  heat  loss  in  the  Town  Hall  and  cost  esti- 
mates for  implementing  conservation  measures  led  to  a  preliminary  survey  con- 
ducted in  part  with  consultants  Dufresne  and  Henry.  The  survey  data  was  filed 
with   the   Governor's   Council  on  Energy   in  hopes  of  qualifying  for  financial 
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assistance  in  implementing  conservation  measures.  On  September  30,  1981, 
the  Town  was  awarded  $2,613  to  be  used  for  engineering  studies  to  further 
quantify  heat  losses  and  potential  savings.  However,  by  then  basic  insulation  of 
the  Town  Hall  had  been  completed  and  a  new  furnance  installed.  Further  study 
would  have  been  an  unwarranted  use  of  public  funds,  accordingly  the  grant  was 
rejected.

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SHEDD  FREE  LIBRARY 

Report  of  the  Trustees  and  The  Librarian  for  1981 

This  was  our  first  year  to  really  enjoy  the  amenities  of  our  new  addition 
and  enjoy  them  we  did -as  we  hope,  did  all  our  patrons.  In  the  late  spring  two 
eeiling  fans  with  lights  were  installed  in  the  Main  room  of  the  old  Library.  These 
have  eontributed  greatly  to  keeping  that  area  eooler  in  the  summer  and  warmer 
in  the  winter.  Repairs  were  made  to  the  pediment  and  deeoration  over  the  front 
door  and  the  eeiling  of  the  old  building  was  insulated  whieh  has  helped  greatly 
to  maintain  a  more  even  temperature  between  the  old  and  new  rooms. 

It  has  been  a  busy  year  in  the  Library  several  programs  for  the  Elementary 
and  Junior  High  Sehool  students  -a  poster  eontest  last  spring  -a  summer  reading 
program  and  a  ''write  your  own  book"  eontest  this  fall.  The  Librarian  and 
Trustees  have  attended  several  meetings —  many  having  to  do  with  the  projeeted 
budget  cuts  in  State  Library  services  — still  a  somewhat  unresolved  situation.  We 
have  hosted  a  meeting  of  our  Nubanusit  Library  coop,  which  helps  us  to  pur- 
chase books  and  supplies  at  a  very  considerable  discount.  Our  Librarians,  Zaida 
Cilley  and  Pearl  Devlin,  have  all  but  completed  a  shelf  list  of  all  library  books  to 
comply  with  new  State  requirements.  This  is  in  addition  to  our  author,  title  and 
subject  listings  which  we  already  had.  Mrs.  Devlin,  who  has  been  a  most  faithful 
volunteer  for  the  past  several  years,  becomes  1  January  our  part-time  Assistant 
Librarian. 

With  a  total  of  4,564  books  and  156  records  in  the  Library,  plus  the  949 
books  borrowed  from  the  State  Bookmobile,  we  had  a  total  circulation  of  6,077 
books  and  magazines.  Adult  borrowers  numbered  182  and  Juvenile  106.  July 
was  our  largest  monthly  circulation. 

25  books,  7  of  which  were  large  print,  were  borrowed  on  Inter-Library  loan 
from  the  following  libraries:  State  Library,  Concord  and  the  public  libraries  of 
Peterborough,  Concord  City,  Newport  and  Exeter.  8  films  were  borrowed  from 
the  State  Library. 

422  new  books  were  added  to  the  Library  this  year  — 324  adult  — 98  juvenile. 
Many  of  these  were  made  possible  by  the  generous  gift  of  $125.00  from  Mrs. 
Kenneth  Brighton  and  an  equally  generous  gift  of  Lake  Asheulot  Estates  Associ- 
ation of  $250.00.  We  appreciated  both  very  much  and  feel  that  we  used  them  to 
the  best  advantage  of  the  Library.  Books  were  also  given  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Macy, 
in  memory  of  her  father,  Frank  Hart  well;  Mrs.  Hazen  Frazee  of  Concord,  in 
memory  of  her  brother,  John  H.  Bell;  and  two  books  in  memory  of  Maurice 
Fridlund— one  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  Jurson  and  the  other  by  his  Engle- 
wood,  New  Jersey  Church.  There  were  also  many  books  donated  by  friends  and 
patrons  of  the  Library.  We  regret  that  individual  listing  cannot  be  made  because 
of  space  limitations  but  please  know  that  we  are  very  grateful  to  you,  one  and  all. 

We  began  1981  with  $830.59  in  our  Library  Equipment  Fund.  Donations  and 
Sales  totaled  $536.26.  Interest  gave  us  another  $36.45.  During  this  year  we  used 
this  fund  to  purchase  the  following  items:  an  additional  72"  high,  12"  wide  set 
of  book  shelves  for  the  Reference  section,  a  commemorative  plaque  for  the  book 
truck  given  to  us  by  Mrs.  Dorothea  Roeser  last  year,  a  book  case  for  the  child- 
ren's room,  a  book  drop,  2  ceiling  fans  with  lights  and  6  dozen  book  easels.  The 
total  for  these  items  was  $909.70.  We  will  be  starting  the  new  year  with  $493.60 
in  the  fund. 

We  greatly  regret  that  we  will  have  to  ask  for  $7,000.00  for  the  support  of 
the  Library  for  1982  — but  rising  electrical  and  fuel  prices  and  the  enormous  in- 
crease in  the  price  of  books  and  magazines  necessitates  the  request.

FIRE  CHIEFS  REPORT 

The  Washington  Fire  Department  started  the  year  off  with  a  fire  in  Lake 
Ashuelot  Estates  at  the  Reynolds  residence.  This  fire  was  hampered  by  deep 
snow,  cold  weather  and  poor  radio  communications.  The  result  was  the  loss  of 
a  structure  which  had  apparently  been  burning  for  several  hours  before  we  even 
got  there. 

The  remaining  fires  for  the  year  were  all  chimney  fires  resulting  in  little  or 
no  damage. 

Our  new  radios  and  pocket  pagers  were  received  in  the  spring  and  immedi- 
ately placed  into  service.  This  new  system  has  proven  to  be  of  immeasurable 
assistance  in  preventing  the  unnecessary  use  of  manpower  and  dispatch  of  equip- 
ment. On  several  occasions  the  first  radio  equipped  vehicle  to  the  scene  dis- 
covered that  the  fire  was  out  or  under  control  and  other  vehicles  enroute  were 
recalled. 

A  new  service  was  added  this  fall  with  the  establishment  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment sponsored  Fast  Squad.  The  squad  is  a  group  of  individuals  trained  in  Ad- 
vanced First  Aid  and  other  emergency  procedures  who  will  respond  to  the  scene 
of  an  accident  or  illness  and  provide  immediate  and  temporary  aid  until  the 
Rescue  Squad  arrives.  They  are  dispatched  from  the  Hillsboro  dispatch  center 
over  the  pocket  pagers.  "Several  donations  have  already  been  received  to  help  the 
squad  purchase  needed  equipment.  Everyone's  help  is  needed. 

We  want  to  thank  all  the  townspeople  and  friends  for  their  support  of  the 
Fire  Department  activities  this  past  year  and  look  forward  to  your  support  in  the 
future.  All  donations  will  be  warmly  received.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

At  the  March  1981  Town  Meeting  Willard  Brown  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors  for  three  years  and  Frederick  Nehrings  for  two  years. 

Fred  Nehrings  attended  the  annual  appraisal  seminar  at  Plymouth  State  Col- 
lege during  the  week  of  July  12-17,  1981. 

Work  on  the  general  reassessment  of  the  entire  town,  ordered  by  the  State 
Tax  Board  in  1976,  was  completed  and  1982  taxes  will  be  based  on  the  new 
reassessment.  Individual  assessments  will  generally  be  higher  but  the  tax  rate 
should  be  lower.  The  rate,  of  course,  depends  upon  the  appropriations  passed 
by  the  School  Meeting  and  the  Town  Meeting. 

Higher  assessments  for  land  will  cause  many  owners  to  apply  for  "Current 
Use"  under  R.S.A.  79-A.  Letters  of  explanation  have  been  mailed  to  all  owners 
of  land  of  10  acres  or  more.  Processing  an  anticipated  200  plus  applications  for 
"Current  Use"  will  take  much  time  and  work. 

The  Tax  Map  was  delivered  in  1981  and  has  proved  an  extremely  useful  tool. 
It  is  consulted  regularly  and  frequently  for  many  purposes.  Corrections  and 
revisions  have  required  much  time  by  the  Assessors  and  by  the  makers,  the 
Swanson  Company.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

There  were  2  major  subdivisions,  4  minor  subdivisions,  1  annexation  and  1  2 
driveway  permits  handled  by  the  Planning  Board  in  1981. 

The  Master  Plan  Committee  has  worked  throughout  the  year  in  conjunction 
with  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  to  finish  work  on  the  Master  Plan 
for  the  Town  of  Washington.  The  first  four  steps,  which  include:  1)  brief  his- 
torical background,  2)  inventory  of  existing  conditions,  3)  identify  existing  and 
potential  problems,  and  4)  identifying  goals,  has  been  completed.  The  remaining 
two  steps:  developing  alternative  solutions  and  preparing  recommended  actions 
are  in  the  process  of  being  completed. 

There  was  one  violation  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations  and  a  $500.00  fine 
was  collected. 

The  final  plat  of  Lake  Ashuelot  Estates,  Section  1 1 1  was  approved  at  the 
June  9th  meeting. 

Katrina  Gunderson  resigned  from  the  board  in  September  after  serving  as  an 
alternate  and  secretary  for  three  years.  It  was  with  regret  that  the  Chairman 
accepted  her  resignation. 

Joan  Nehrings  took  over  as  secretary  and  was  appointed  an  alternate  member 
November  1,  1981. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  September  21st  pursuant  to  the  adoption  of  RSA 
36:23  amendments  and  incorporating  same  in  the  town's  subdivision  regulations. 
Essentially  this  amendment  allows  the  subdivider  a  90  day  period  for  a  decision 
and  provides  the  board  with  a  mechanism  to  achieve  this.  The  necessary  changes 
are  in  the  process  of  being  re-typed. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  every  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the 
Selectmen's  Office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WASHINGTON  REPRESENTATIVES  TO  THE 
SULLIVAN  COUNTY  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Project  has  concentrated  on  three  major  tasks  since 
March  1981  town  meetings.  First  and  foremost  has  been  the  drafting  of  the  Sul- 
livan County  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District  Agreement.  Following  votes  last 
year,  the  moderator  in  each  town  appointed  three  representatives  to  the  Sullivan 
County  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Board.  This  Board,  authorized  by 
RSA  Chapter  53-B  worked  through  the  summer  and  fall  on  the  wording  of  the 
Agreement.  The  voters  in  each  town  will  be  asked  to  vote  by  printed  ballot  on 
accepting  the  Agreement  at  town  meeting.  The  City  Council  in  Claremont  must 
also  act  on  the  question  of  accepting  the  Agreement.  Each  town  in  which  a 
majority  of  the  voters  vote  in  favor  of  the  Agreement  becomes  a  member  of  the 
District.  The  District  then  has  one  year  to  complete  plans  for  a  regional  disposal 
facility.  At  March  1983  town  meetings  any  town  may  vote  to  withdraw  from  the 
District  with  no  .restrictions.  If  enough  towns  remain  in  the  District,  then  the 
District  will  begin  financing  and  construction  of  a  solid  waste  disposal  facility. 

Voters  in  Southern  Windsor  County,  Vermont,  will  also  be  voting  on  forming 
a  similar  district.  Should  the  production  of  energy  from  the  incineration  of  solid 
waste  be  selected  as  the  alternative,  the  two  districts  can  cooperatively  develop 
the  facility.  An  Interstate  Solid  Waste  Compact  has  been  adopted  in  both  state 
legislatures  and  is  now  being  acted  upon  by  the  United  States  Congress. 

A  long-term  contract  for  the  sale  of  energy  is  the  important  first  step  in  the 
development  of  an  incinerator.  Therefore,  the  second  major  task  of  the  Project 
this  past  year  has  been  negotiation  for  the  sale  of  electricity  with  Central  Ver- 
mont Public  Service  (CVPS).  Representatives  from  CVPS  have  met  with  the 
Project's  engineering  consultant  on  a  number  of  occasions.  CVPS  has  proposed 
purchasing  electricity  for  30  years  at  15  cents  per  kilowatt.  However,  we  are 
now  negotiating  to  increase  the  proposed  purchase  price,  based  on  CVPS  projec- 
tions of  future  electricity  costs.  Should  the  Project  be  successful,  incineration  to 
produce  electricity  could  be  competitive  with  landfilling.  Negotiations  should  be 
completed  by  late  Spring  and  a  decision  made  at  that  time  on  electricity  produc- 
tion or  landfilling. 

Landfilling  remains  a  potential  option  and  is  necessary  for  ash  disposal  even  if 
an  incinerator  is  constructed.  Therefore,  the  third  major  task  has  been  to  locate 
suitable  lanfill  sites.  Wright-Pierce  Engineers  identified  over  150  potential  sites 
and  have  now  narrowed  those  down  to  about  7  best  sites.  The  towns  must  now 
select  the  best  site  for  detailed  hydrogeologic  analysis.  Two  sites  near  the  New- 
port/Claremont  border  appear  most  promising  at  this  time. 

Should  the  towns  vote  to  adopt  the  Sullivan  County  Regional  Refuse  Disposal 
District  Agreement,  the  District  will  become  a  legal  entity  and  will  join  with  the 
Vermont  District  to  take  the  place  of  the  existing  NH/VT  Solid  Waste  Planning 
Committee.  Work  will  then  concentrate  during  the  next  year  on:  (1)  completion 
of  negotiations  with  CVPS;  (2)  continued  work  on  a  regional  landfill  site; (3)  a 
search  for  a  private  owner/operator  for  an  incineration  facility;  and  (4)  prepara- 
tion of  necessary  environmental  impact  statements  and  permit  applications. 

United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  funding  will  end  in  October 

1982.  However,  local  funds  appropriated  at  last  years  town  meeting  should  be 

sufficient  to  carry  the  Project  through  to  March  1983.  At  March   1983  town 

meetings  the  final  plan  for  the  disposal  system  will  be  presented,  together  with 

the  financing  program,  and  the  towns  will  have  a  final  chance  to  vote  on  staying 

in  the  District.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 

National  attention  has  been  increasing  on  civil  defense  needs  this  past  year, 
but  many  still  are  not  sure  what  the  words  mean.  What  is  Civil  Defense? 

Officially,  CD  is  "the  preparedness  and  emergency  operational  capability 
of  government  at  all  levels."  While  it  is  not  a  take-over  organization  to  run 
government  during  a  crisis,  its  goal  is  to  provide  for  coordinating  operations  of 
government  and  non-governmental  groups  in  emergency  situations  — i.e.,  ones  be- 
yond the  daily  emergencies  involving  police,  fire,  hospitals  and  public  agencies. 

Specifically,  CD  operations  occur  whenever  a  local  government  responds  to 
any  extraordinary  emergency —such  as  hurricane  (our  last  was  1938);  forest  fires; 
severe  winter  storms  ('8 1-'82  may  set  records);  flood,  quake,  any  natural  disaster, 
a  major  explosion  or  accident  such  as  release  of  toxic  chemicals  or  radioactive 
materials.  Of  course,  should  the  ultimate  emergency  of  nuclear  attack  be  immi- 
nent. CD  plans  for  mass  relocation  of  urban  populations  would  be  put  into  effect. 
In  local  terms,  this  could  mean  hosting  a  few  thousand  displaced  residents  from 
southern  New  England. 

1981  presented  no  such  nightmares,  but  we  are  aware  of  the  continuing 
crises  potential.  To  be  prepared,  the  following  actions  have  been  completed: 

(1)  An  Emergency  Management  Plan  with  adoption  of  "Emergency  Operat- 
ing Procedures"  for  the  four  main  departments  of  the  Town  has  been  developed 
and  put  in  place.  All  have  been  approved  by  state  Civil  Defense,  and  were  pre- 
pared with  full  cooperation  of  the  departments  concerned  (Fire,  Police,  Highway 
and  School  Board).  Included  in  the  Plan,  an  8  page  Inventory  of  Town  Vehicles 
and  Equipment. 

(2)  A  new  handbook,  "Warning  Annex,"  detailing  methods  of  warning  our 
area  of  nuclear  or  radioactive  emergencies  has  been  developed  and  approved  by 
the  state. 

(3)  A  consolidated  Community  Communications  Plan  has  been  approved  and 
implemented.  This  includes  the  installation  of  a  new  community  dispatch  center 
in  the  Selectmen's  Office  of  the  Town  Hall.  This  multi-channel  base  station  ties 
in  with  mobile  and  portable  units  and  pagers  issued  to  members  of  the  fire, 
police  and  highway  departments,  as  well  as  with  surrounding  towns  of  Antrim, 
Bennington,  Deering,  Henniker,  Hillsborough  and  Windsor. 

The  newly  operational  dispatch  center  has  greatly  increased  our  CD  warning 
capabilities.  Primary  credit  for  the  development  of  the  above  emergency  manage- 
ment plan,  warning  annex  and  community  communications  plan  goes  to  Res. 
Capt.  Robert  Wright  who  devoted  much  time  to  this  as  the  U.  S.  Air  Force 
Mobilization  Designee  in  our  area  and  as  Chair  of  the  Town's  Selectmen. 

Other  significant  activities  during  1981 : 

(4)  CD  briefing  sessions  were  attended  by  the  CD  Director  and  Capt.  Wright, 
and  a  state-wide  CD  Training  Seminar  held  in  Manchester  during  September  was 
attended  by  Fire  Chief  Charles  Dalphond,  Road  Agent  Robert  Crane,  and  the 
CD  Director. 

(5)  Public  informational  news  releases  have  been  distributed  to  local  media. 

(6)  Tentative  plans  are  being  made  for  the  beginning  of  a  radiological  moni- 
toring course  given  in  town  for  all  interested  fire,  police  and  highway  personnel. 

(7)  Support  has  been  given  for  an  Advanced  First  Aid  Course  offered  through 
the  Grange  in  East  Washington. 

(8)  Brochures  on  how  to  deal  with  hazardous  materials  (HAZ-MAT)  have 
been  distributed  to  emergency  response  personnel  and  placed  in  fire,  police  and 
highway  vehicles. 

During  the  coming  summer,  a  film  and  speaker  on  citizen  safety  will  be  pro- 
grammed in  the  Town  Hall  or  Fire  Department.  In  closing,  "pray  for  the  best 
and  be  prepared  for  the  worst."

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REPORT  OF  THE  UPPER  VALLEY-LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 

The  Town  is  a  member  of  the  Regional  Planning  Commission,  now  called  the 
Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council,  along  with  19  other  towns  including  two  in 
Vermont.  We  have  two  directors  that  help  run  the  organization  along  with  33 
other  directors. 

The  new  executive  director,  Jan  Ollry,  believes  strongly  in  the  value  to  a  town 
of  cooperating  on  a  regional  basis  in  planning  for  this  complex  age  we  are  living 
in.  We  should  continue  membership  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  benefits  of 
this  cooperative  effort. 

During  the  last  year  the  Council  has  been  working  with  our  Planning  Board 
and  a  Citizens  Committee  to  prepare  the  Washington  Comprehensive  Plan  to 
guide  future  growth  in  the  Town.  In  addition,  the  director  has  met  with  the 
Planning  Board  to  assist  in  making  changes  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations  to 
bring  them  in  compliance  with  the  new  mandatory  state  law,  and  is  helping  to 
rewrite  the  entire  document.  In  regional  activities,  the  Council  has  updated  its 
regional  housing  element,  is  preparing  an  economic  base  study  and  is  developing 
a  means  of  measuring  development  impact,  all  pertaining  to  issues  facing  our 
Town. 

The  cost  of  providing  regional  planning  services  are  met  by  Federal,  State  and 
Town  funds.  Our  dues  for  1982  are  $309.  based  on  154  for  each  of  our  411 
population  count  of  the  1980  census.  We  should  appropriate  this  amount  and 
continue  membership  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  many  services  which  we  have 
utilized  this  year  and  may  need  next  year  as  well  as  to  keep  two  votes  in  regional 
planning  decisions  that  could  affect  our  Town  in  the  field  of  planning,  now  an 
important  area  of  Town  government  today.

REPORT  OF  THE  DARTMOUTH-LAKE  SUNAPEE 
REGIONAL  ASSOCIATION 

New  Hampshire  is  divided  into  six  regions  to  promote  travel  and  tourism.  We 
are  in  the  Dartmouth -Lake  Sunapee  Region  along  with  35  neighboring  towns. 
Each  Town  has  a  councilor  in  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Association,  the 
non-profit  organization  to  promote  travel  and  tourism  in  our  area.  Operating 
costs  come  from  the  State  appropriation  and  contributions  based  on  the  popula- 
tion of  neighboring  towns.  Washington  is  asked  to  contribute  $245.  or  about 
55^  each. 

Last  year  we  received  $2,397.51  from  the  State  Rooms  and  Meals  Tax.  As  a 
result  of  tourism  promotion  the  Rooms  and  Meals  Tax  is  increased  so  our  town 
benefits  from  this  increase  in  the  tax  collected  from  the  whole  State  and  distrib- 
uted to  the  town. 

Our  Town  itself  probably  does  not  need  to  promote  tourism,  but  if  promot- 
ing it  in  the  Region  results  in  an  increase  in  our  share  of  the  State  tax,  then  our 
contribution  is  a  good  investment  and  helps  increase  our  income,  and  we  ought 
to  make  the  $245.  appropriation.

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TOWN  HISTORY  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  $1,080  was  returned  to  the  Town,  $700  from  the  sale 
of  36  new  histories  and  $380  from  the  sale  of  21  old  histories,  and  $24.20 
interest  was  earned  as  funds  accumulated. 

The  $16,000  appropriated  for  Town  Histories  from  1960  to  1977  is  con- 
sidered a  "loan"  by  the  committee  to  be  paid  back  by  the  sale  of  histories. 
The  total  returned  to  date  is  about  $8,800;  $2,200  in  1977,  $1,400  in  1978, 
$1,630  in  1979,  $2,500  in  1980  and  $1,080  is  1981  leaving  a  "balance  due" 
of  about  $7,200.  When  the  remaining  274  new  histories  and  132  old  histories 
are  sold,  this  will  be  paid  back,  although  as  expected,  this  will  take  several 
years.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Washington  School  District: 

In  some  places,  largeness  is  equated  with  quality.  However,  in  my  mind, 
Washington  students  are  receiving  an  excellent  education  with  the  advantages  of 
a  small  school  and  the  caring  that  can  come  with  such  a  setting.  The  following  is 
but  a  representative  sampling  of  the  many  fine  activities  that  are  occurring  in  our 
school. 

Our  Staff  Development  and  Special  Education  Programs  have  received  highly 
favorable  evaluations  from  the  State's  on-site  review  committees. 

Carol  Ehmling  and  Margaret  Moore  are  bringing  positive  art  and  music  experi- 
ences to  our  students. 

A  new  life  science  program  has  been  introduced  in  grades  six  through  eight. 
This  is  the  first  of  a  three-year  plan  which  will  also  add  physical  science  and 
earth  science  into  the  science  program.  Camp  Morgan  facilities  are  being  used  as 
part  of  the  life  science  program. 

Newly  hired  teachers,  Pat  Boggs  and  Candace  Wilson,  have  joined  Mary  Ann 
Nagy    in    providing   students    with    many    exciting   educational   opportunities. 

The  District  continues  to  provide  for  those  students  who  have  special  needs 
by  providing  Learning  Disabilities  Tutoring,  Speech  Therapy,  Occupational 
Therapy,  and  Psychological  Services.  We  have  been  pleased  to  add  Robert  Kelly 
to  our  staff,  as  the  new  school  psychologist. 

The  local  fire  department  put  on  an  exciting  program  during  Fire  Prevention 
Week  for  all  of  the  students. 

The  school  continues  to  expand  its  collection  of  library  books  under  the  able 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Pearl  Devlin. 

Jim  Russell  has  been  running  a  weekly  Physical  Education  Program  for  grades 
one  through  eight. 

At  Hillsboro-Deering  High  School,  the  following  are  among  the  many  devel- 
opments that  occurred  during  the  past  year. 

Expanded  vocational  training  is  now  available  to  juniors  and  seniors  at  the 
Concord  Area  Vocational  School. 

The  high  school  has  achieved  a  "Comprehensive"  rating  from  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  and  will  be  evaluated  by  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  next  year. 

Computer  Education  Courses  are  being  provided  to  a  growing  number  of  stu- 
dents. Hillsboro-Deering  has  one  of  the  finest  Computer  Education  Programs  in 
the  State. 

The  World  of  Work  Program  was  designated  as  one  of  the  promising  educa- 
tional practices  in  Unit  #24. 

A  special  high  school  reading  program  has  been  funded  to  help  further  im- 
prove the  reading  skills  of  all  students. 

A  great  deal  of  curriculum  review  and  development  has  occurred  in  almost  all 
subject  areas. 

Our  Staff  Development  and  Special  Education  Program  have  both  received 
highly  favorable  evaluations  from  the  State's  on-site  review  teams. 

Due  to  the  hard  work  of  your  School  Board  and  the  continued  support  of 
the  general  public,  significant  educational  opportunities  are  being  made  available 
for  students.

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SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

The  1981-82  school  year  marks  a  turning  point  in  the  Washington  Center 
School  in  several  ways.  First,  we  were  able  to  hire  experienced  teachers  and 
teacher  aides  to  fill  vacant  positions.  Second,  with  a  more  experienced  staff  we 
have  addressed  the  question  of  discipline  in  the  School  in  a  direct  way. 

With  both  Pam  Kok  leaving  her  position  in  grades  4  &  5  and  Amelia  Goss 
leaving  grades  6,  7  &  8  we  were  faced  with  a  large  challenge  this  September.  The 
School  Board  felt  that  if  we  were  to  serve  the  needs  of  our  junior  high  school 
students  properly  we  would  need  a  teacher  with  solid  classroom  experience  as 
well  as  a  strong  subject  area  background.  Patricia  Boggs  has  brought  us  both  with 
strength  in  math  and  science  along  with  4  years  teaching  experience.  Candace 
Wilson  has  brought  a  similar  level  of  experience  and  maturity  to  grades  4  and  5. 
Mavis  Potter,  a  retired  teacher  of  15  years  experience  has  joined  us  as  a  teacher 
aide.  MariLou  Cooper,  also  a  certified  teacher,  is  working  as  an  aide  within  a 
Special  Education  program.  The  return  of  Mary  Ann  Nagy  in  grades  1 ,  2  &  3  and 
Karin  Fox  as  teacher  aide  rounds  out  our  staff. 

The  staff  has  worked  hard  to  establish  a  reasonable  and  orderly  educational 
environment  in  the  School.  Much  effort  has  gone  into  establishing  and  enforcing 
a  simple  set  of  rules,  reminding  students  of  a  positive  attitude  on  the  student's 
part.  For  the  most  part,  parents  have  welcomed  this  attitude  at  School  and  co- 
operated with  the  teachers  in  their  efforts.  The  School  Board  wishes  to  thank 
the  teachers  for  their  efforts  and  the  parents  for  their  cooperation.  We  note  that 
the  students  do  keep  the  building  neater,  balls  are  left  out  less  often,  textbooks 
and  other  school  (taxpayer)  property  are  better  taken  care  of. 

We  were  treated  this  December  to  a  production  of  Dicken's  Christmas  Carol 
put  on  by  the  whole  School  and  it  was  very  well  done.  We  look  forward  to  the 
Spring  to  see  if  the  planned  Art  and  Music  Festival  can  equal  the  excellent  one 
put  on  last  year. 

The  School  Board  will  include  an  Article  in  this  year's  Warrant  to  fund  the 
money  to  prepare  a  detailed  plan  for  a  new  school  building.  It  has  been  seven 
years  since  the  voters  of  Washington  chose  to  use  the  Grange  Room  of  the  Town 
Hall  as  a  classroom.  At  that  time  this  was  seen  as  a  temporary  measure.  We  have 
used  and  abused  our  historic  Town  Hall  too  long.  We  have  kept  our  school- 
children apart  in  two  separate  buildings  too  long.  We  have  stretched  the  limits 
of  the  Washington  Center  School  too  long.  The  School  was  built  in  1883  as  a 
one  room  school  house  with  storage  space,  a  stage  and  a  lunch  room  upstairs. 
In  the  1960s  we  eliminated  those  "extras"  to  put  a  second  classroom  upstairs. 
In  1975  we  spilled  over  to  the  Town  Hall  for  our  third  classroom.  The  time  has 
now  come  for  us  to  face  this  issue.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WASHINGTON  CENTER  SCHOOL  TEACHERS 

We  have  1  7  youngsters  in  the  primary  room  this  year.  As  usual,  our  emphasis 
is  on  the  basic  skills  of  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  approach  is  a 
diagnostic  one  which  lends  itself  beautifully  to  an  individualized  program.  We 
meet  the  youngsters  on  their  level  and  build  on  that  basis. 

We  drill  math  combinations.  We  use  the  "MAD  MINUTE"  which  I  have 
adapted  from  "Precision  Teaching."  The  children  love  it!  They  can  see  their  own 
progress  from  day  to  day.  We  are  using  the  Heath  Math  Series  and  many  ma- 
nipulatives. 

We  do  creative  writing  every  day -Grammar,  Capitalization,  and  Punctuation 
skills  are  stressed  as  second  and  third  graders  "edit"  each  others'  efforts.  During 
editing  the  students  offer  suggestions,  exchange  ideas,  and  correct  run  on  sen- 
tences. They  learn  from  each  other!  Our  little  ones  in  their  first  year  at  the  Big 
School  use  their  newly  learned  phonetic  skills  to  spell  and  use  in  their  "stories." 
Sequence  of  events  is  stressed  in  our  "Journal" -each  child  writes  an  account  of 
their  weekend  activities  every  Monday.  We  share  our  Journals  by  reading  them 
aloud  to  the  rest  of  the  class.  We  also  review  library  books  read  orally.  This 
doesn't  involve  writing.  Oral  Language  preceeds  written  efforts.  The  skills  are 
inter-related.  So  this  sharing  is  very  important.  We  also  build  up  enthusiasm  for 
a  good  book.  If  "John"  recommends  a  particular  type  of  book,  "Eddie"  who  has 
similar  interests  will  want  to  take  that  book  out  next  week.  We  read  a  great  deal! 

Our  Language  Arts  program  is  head  over  heels  into  dramatics.  This  allows  all 
of  the  students  to  use  the  reading,  writing,  and  spelling  skills  we  have  learned. 
We  re-write  and  modify  scripts.  We  help  others  study  lines.  We  are  learning  to 
cooperate  for  the  good  of  the  whole.  We  make  costumes,  too. 

We  help  each  other  in  many  ways.  First  graders  read  stories  to  older  young- 
sters. Cleo  Borey,  a  J.  H.  student,  reads  to  first  graders  every  Friday.  She  also 
plays  group  games  with  them.  They  in  turn  learn  the  need  to  follow  directions 
carefully.  Third  graders  work  with  second  graders  on  skill  games  such  as  the 
Add  'E'  game  &  rhyming  games. 

Our  gym  program  stresses  large  muscle  skills  so  necessary  for  first  graders. 
We  also  play  group  games,  as  skills  are  learned.  Mr.  Russell  helps  out  on  Thurs- 
day afternoons. 

In  science,  we  have  become  aware  of  our  world  through  the  senses.  We  help 
each  other  to  gather  materials,  to  study,  to  examine,  and  to  draw  conclusions. 

We  have  3  social  studies  groups  which  meet  once  a  week.  We  use  Houghton- 
Mifflin  Series.  First  graders  learn  about  themselves,  second  graders  are  in- 
vestigating how  people  learn  and  third  graders  are  studing  the  similarities  and 
differences  of  all  people. 

We  are  very  busy  learning.  We  also  take  care  of  our  room.  We  all  have  a  job 
to  do.  How  responsible  can  a  primary  youngster  be?  Just  look  at  our  plants! 
They  are  "growing"  proof  of  our  pride  in  each  other.

The  1981-82  year  began  with  an  enrollment  of  seventeen  children  in  the 
fourth  and  fifth  grades.  It  is  a  multi-leveled  classroom  with  a  wide  range  of 
interests  and  abilities.  The  curriculum  includes  language  arts,  math,  social 
studies,  science,  physical  education,  art  and  music.  Our  aides,  Mrs.  Mavis  Potter 
and  Mrs.  Marilou  Cooper,  have  been  invaluable  in  their  help  with  individual 
children. 

A  major  block  of  our  day  is  spent  on  language  arts,  (i.e.,  reading,  English, 
spelling  and  handwriting).  The  Houghton  Mifflin  reading  series  has  been  found 
most  effective  in  our  classroom  of  approximately  eight  reading  levels.  It  is 
diagnostic  in  its  approach  and  allows  for  individualization.  Personal  reading  is 
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also  stressed  and  most  children  have  had  book  projects  in  relation  to  a  selection 
in  children's  literature.  Capitalization  and  punctuation  have  been  stressed  in 
English  this  year  and  there  has  been  considerable  editing  of  creative  writing.  In 
addition,  the  fifth  graders  have  been  working  on  parts  of  speech.  Along  with 
weekly  spelling  lists  and  activities,  the  children  keep  a  word  box  of  words 
missed  in  their  daily  writing  to  master. 

Math  is  grouped  according  to  levels  of  ability,  and  the  D.C.  Heath  program 
is  being  used.  This  series  is  adaptable  to  individual  student  needs.  It  offers 
material  for  basic  instruction,  plus  an  enrichment  area  for  the  more  advanced 
student.  Precision  teaching  has  been  used  for  drill  in  multiplication.  This  year 
the  fifth  graders  enjoyed  a  project  on  the  use  of  calculators.  Through  use  of 
activity  skill  sheets  and  cards  the  children  learned  to  effectively  work  with 
calculators. 

We  have  been  studying  the  colonization  of  the  New  England  States  in  social 
studies  through  the  use  of  the  text,  workbooks,  discussions,  and  film  strips. 
Science  is  studied  through  the  Stem  Science  Series.  We  have  studied  the  inter- 
dependence of  living  things,  food  chains,  green  plants,  and  decomposers.  We 
are  just  beginning  a  unit  on  vertebrate  animals. 

The  children  have  the  benefit  of  art,  music,  physical  education,  and  a  visit 
to  the  library  once  a  week. 

We  are  stressing  a  basic  curriculum  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade  and  are 
looking  forward  to  a  challenging  year.

The  Junior  High  class  embarked  on  two  new  curricula  this  fall,  in  science 
and  social  studies.  In  both  areas,  plans  have  been  made  for  a  three-year,  compre- 
hensive cycle  of  topics.  Science  studies  this  year  have  centered  on  biology.  A 
fine  new  microscope  has  allowed  students  to  study  details  of  cell  structure  for 
the  first  time,  and  to  begin  learning  the  skills  of  microscope  study.  We  have 
used  the  pond  and  woods  at  Camp  Morgan  for  studies  of  many  different  organ- 
isms, for  caddisflies  to  deer.  This  Spring,  each  student  will  be  responsible  for 
an  ecological  study  of  an  area  of  Camp  Morgan. 

Plans  for  the  next  two  years  of  the  3 -year  curriculum  call  for  one  year  of 
physical  science  (basic  concepts  in  physics  and  chemistry)  and  one  year  of 
earth  science  (geology,  geomorphology,  and  meteorology)  combined  with 
astronomy.  A  new  series  of  textbooks,  published  by  Cebco,  follows  this  se- 
quence. 

In  social  studies,  we  are  midway  through  a  chronological  study  of  American 
History,  from  prehistoric  times  to  the  present.  Skills  in  using  reference  materials 
and  interpreting  maps  are  being  stressed.  Students  are  learning  to  organize  data 
in  reports  and  to  express  their  conclusions  in  formal  dabates. 

The  social  studies  curriculum  for  the  next  two  years  will  be  based  on  a 
chronological  study  of  world  civilizations.  Next  year,  topics  will  include  ancient 
civilizations  of  the  Mediterranean  and  the  Near  East,  China,  India,  and  Medieval 
Europe.  In  the  third  year,  study  will  commence  with  the  European  Renaissance, 
and  will  include  the  development  of  modern  nation  states,  the  history  and  geog- 
raphy of  Africa  and  Latin  America,  and  the  provocative  question  of  what  lies 
ahead  for  mankind  in  the  twenty-first  century. 

Our  math  program  this  year  is  completely  individualized,  with  diagnostic 
testing  and  assignments  based  on  each  student's  existing  level  of  skills.  Each 
student  works  on  a  skill  until  the  skill  is  mastered,  rather  than  keeping  an  ar- 
bitrary group  pace.  This  reduces  pressure  and  frustration,  and  allows  most  stu- 
dents to  do  outstanding  work.  Problem-solving  is  emphasized;  a  course  in  prob- 
lem-solving skills  offered  to  district  teachers  in  the  fall  provided  ideas  and  ma- 
terials to  supplement  the  regular  curriculum. 
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A  new  English  series,  published  by  MacMillan,  was  introduced  this  fall.  It 
assures  a  continuum  of  skills  development  from  one  level  to  the  next.  Students 
use  these  skills  in  their  own  writing.  Each  student  keeps  a  journal  of  personal 
writing.  A  variety  of  forms  have  been  introduced,  and  students  have  followed 
the  process  of  writing,  editing,  and  publishing  some  of  their  best  work. 

We  plan  a  year's-end  field  trip  to  the  coast,  where  we  will  study  organisms  in 
an  ecosystem  very  different  from  our  own.

The  film  "Naturally  ...  A  Girl"  was  shown  to  girls  in  grades  5,  6,  7  &  8,  with 
a  discussion  following.  A  similar  film  for  boys  was  available. 

Students  in  grades  6-8  saw  the  film  "I  Have  To  Be  Me,"  which  discussed  the 
relationships  between  teenage  appearance  and  personality. 

An  audit  of  the  Immunization  Records,  as  requested  by  the  State,  was  per- 
formed, with  the  majority  of  the  students'  records  in  compliance  with  the  State 
Law  on  Immunization.

Voice  vote  disputed  from  floor.  Paper  ballot:  Yes  —  55,  No  -  35.  Motion 
carried. 

ARTICLE  9:  Motion  made  by  Vivian  Clark,  seconded  by  James  Russell:  "I 
move  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 ,200.  for  the 
painting  of  the  Washington  Center  School."
